Selectmen's Report. 


for the Year ending Feb. 15,1903. 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF NOTTINGHAM. 


As required by law of the State to report the transaction of 
the business of the town, we, the selectmen present this annual 
printed report. 

We have paid during the year, many heavy bills on the high- 
ways and bridges, which were contracted in 1901, thus reducing 
our funds for this years’ expenditures, which have been unusual- 
ly heavy because of the rebuilding of the Shaw bridge which 
was considered unsafe for travel. 

The cost of labor and material was necessarily quite large, 
yet with all these expenses we have, we trust, succeeded in 
keeping our highways in as good condition as usual. 

The money raised to repair the interior of town hall did not 
prove sufficient to meet all demands 

The building needed shingling badly among other things and 
this it'was deemed advisable todo. We endeavored to get the 
work throughout, done as reasonable and satisfactorialy as pos- 
sible. The building has been in a disgraceful condition for a 
long time and by the addition of a few cents to our rate of tax 
we raised the amount easily, it being so small an item that the 
difference was not felt. As the result, we have a town hall of 
which we should all, young and old be proud, and one which 
we think stands on an equality with that of any of our sur- 
rounding towns.
